"The conduct of this referen- 
dum and the results should put 
at ease the minds of those who 
continually tell the world that 
only a small minority in the un- 
ion has a say-so" in contract 
talks. 


The Labor Department super- 


vised counting of ballots in what 
the Teamsters said was the big- 
gest union mail vote ever. 


The pact earlier had been ac- 


cepted by a national committee 
representing some 12,000 truck- 
Ing firms. 


Negotiations on the contract 


started in January and broke 
down last month into a three- 
day lockout by trucking firms 
and strikes by independent un- 
ion members in Chicago. 


For some 500,000 Teamsters, 


the contract means a 25-cent an 
hour wage hike this year and 15 
cents hourly each of the next 
two years.

Whitey Ford 
Is Expected 
to Retire

NEW YORK (AP) - Whitey 


Ford, the wlnnlngest Yankee of 
them all and the pitching ace of 
a one-time baseball dynasty, 
was expected to call it a career 
today. 


The New York Yankees called 


a press conference — they said 
it would concern Ford — prior 
to their doubleheader with Min- 
nesota today. Published reports 
that Ford would announce his 
retirement were general and 
widespread. 


Neither Ford nor the Yankees 


bothered to deny it. They simply 
declined comment. 


Ford, a doughty little left-han- 


der with a pixie sense of humor, 
has had two operations on his 
pitching shoulder, the last Aug. 
25, 1966 after he had only a 2-5 
season record. 


He had a good spring this 


year — even though he went to 
training camp without a con- 
tract — but has only a 2-4 
record. The club recently dis- 
closed that he has developed a 
bone spur on his left elbow. 


Ford, 38, was born and raised 


in New York. He came to the 
Yankees mid-way in the 1950 
season, posted a 9-1 record, won 
a game in the Yankees 4-0 
World Series sweep of Philadel- 
phia and then spent two years in 
military service. 


When he returned, he forged 


one of the greatest pitching 
records in history. 
His 236 


career victories is the best in 
Yankee history and his career 
236-106 won-loss record repre- 
sents one of the best percentage 
marks ever achieved in the ma- 
jors. 


Ford, 
clever and concise, 


pitched on 11 Yankee pennant 
winners and holds a flock of 
World Series records. Included 
are most victories (10) starts 
(22) and strikeouts (94). 


One of his major accomplish- 


ments, and one that pleased 
Ford the most, was smashing 
Babe Ruth's World Series pitch- 
ing

WIN AT BRIDGE 


Odds Favor Risk 
For Match Point 


By Oswald & James Jaeoby 
Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 


A Winnipeg reader asks, "I 


have played rubber bridge all 
my life and have just started 
duplicate. In rubber bridge I 
learned to play safe for my 
contract. Does it pay to risk 
your contract in a duplicate 
game in order to make an 
overtrick or two?" 


The answer to this question 


is that there are numerous 
occasions when you should 
gamble for an overtrick. One 
instance is when you are in 
a normal contract and the 
odds favor your play. 


South won the third spade 


lead and studied the hand 
carefully. He could duck one 
diamond and guard against a 
4-1 diamond break and also 
make sure of holding himself 
to just three no-trump or he 
could run diamonds and make 
an overtrick if d i a m o n d s 
broke 3-2. 


He knew that a suit will 


break 3-2 some 68 per cent of 
the time. His problem was to 
determine if all or nearly all 
the other North-South pairs

from whom you received the bill. 


No, you will not be reimbursed 


for the one dollar. But you will be 
helping to curb one of the most 
ancient and persistent of crimes— 
one that has been given a new 
lease on life by modern techniques 
of printing and engraving. 


In the roster of criminals, the 


counterfeiter 
is something 
of a 


maverick. He is seldom motivated 
by sudden passion or by grinding 
poverty or by personal inadequa- 
cies. He has time enough for plan- 
ning, money enough for equipment, 
and talent enough for manufactur- 
ing. He is a cool customer who 
knows exactly what he is doing. 


However, merely passing — un- 


like manufacturing — counterfeit 
money may occur in perfect inno- 
cence. It is part of the govern- 
ment's job in prosecuting to prove 
lhat the person who passed the 
counterfeit 
money 
knew (or at 


least thought) that it was counter- 
feit. Consider this case: 


An intoxicated fellow, caught 


spending counterfeit money in a 
bar. denied that he knew it was 
bogus. At the trial, the government 
told the court: 


"Shortly before this man's ar- 


rest, he burned a $3 bill to light 
his cigar. So he must have known 
the money was no good." 
, 
But the court was not convinced 


beyond a reasonable doubt, and 
dismissed the charge. The judge 
said it was quite possible for a 
drinking man io burn real money 
—just to show orf. 


in another case, though, there 


was evidence that the defendant, 
when he realized detectives were 
on his trail, flushed his counterfeit 
money down a toilet. 


This time, the defendant was 


convicted. The court found no reu- 
..onabJe explanation 
for this be- 


havior except a yuilty conscience.
